When asked if he wanted 
15 cents worth, Bruce replied in the 
affirmative, but when Shotter propos- 
ed to put up the other’ five cents 
worth, Bruce, according to the confec- 
tioner’s story, picked up the five-cent 
piece and the candy and remarked, 
“Oh, never mind, this will do.” 

Mr. Shotter stated that Bruce had 
often purchased soda water and ice 





bought candy before Saturday even- 
ing. 

A press representative bought ten 
cents’ worth of the candies and three 
reporters each ate one of the candies 
last night without experiencing any ill 
effects. 

The \candies shown to and purchased 
by the reporter are apparently the 
same kind as those purchased by 
Bruce and given by him to his wife. 
The candies left in the bag from which 
Miss Ziepe ate a few minutes before 
she was seized with convulsions, ex- 
hibited no evidence of having been 
tampered with. 

There were no startling develop- 
ments yesterday in the case. 

Coroner Rennie convened a jury yes- 
terday at 12.30 p.m. to view the re- 
mains of Miss Zeipe, and adjourned 
the inquest until 8.15 p.m., August 
20th. In the meantime a postmortem 
examination of the remains will be 
made and the stomach and its con- 
tents together with the candy and 
cherries from which Miss Zeipe ate 
shortly before her death, will be sent 
to the Attorney-General’s Department 
at Toronto for analysis.

A Londoner by birth, the Earl’ of 
Meath was educated at Eton and in 
Germany, and at the age of twenty- 
two he entered the Foreign Office as 
a clerk. He served at various Lega-

he retired he determined to devote his 
efforts to ameliorate the conditions of 
the poor. In 1875 he founded and 
first hon. secretary of 
the Hosnital Saturday Fund, and he 
also founded the Dublin Hospital 
Sunday* movement. On’ the London 
County Council he did a deal of use- 
ful work. He was first chairman of 
of the Parks Committee, ‘a very ap- 
propriate nost- for the founder of the 
Metropolitan Public Gardens Associa- 
tion.

He regards 
the term as misused if applied to pro- 
fits arising from paying lower than 
standard or normal wages held back 
for the purpose. It is also a misuse 
of the term to apply it to dividends 


accruing from shares for which a! . 
workman has paid full value, since, as | 

“we have no | 
more right to apply the term profit : 


Mr. Taylor remarks, 
sharing to dividends on such shares 
than to those on any other shares.” 
Under labor ¢co-partnership, which is 
a natural growth of profit-sharing, the 
workers’ bonus is usually allotted to 
him in shares in the employer com- 
pany. These’ shares will either be new 
shares, being profits capitalized, or 
they will be already existing shares 
parted with by the previous holder for 
the purpose. In Mr. Taylor’s own 
firm the scheme works somewhat as 
follows: The first claim of labor is met 
during. the year by the’ payment of 
salaries and wages. Next comes the 
first claim of capital to a 5 per cent. 
interest as a first charge upon any 
profits shown in the balance sheet at 
the end of each year. If there are no 
profits, capital gets nothing. If, af- 
ter paying 5 per cent. interest on all 
sharés, a majority of which are now 
owned by the employes, a divisible 
balance remains, it is apportioned be- 
tween capital, and the total amount 
paid during the year for labor, accord. 
ing to their respective amounts; that 
is, at the time same rate per cent.

An Ugly Bird. 


A rare ornithological ‘specimen that 
has not been seen in. England for half 
a century has just made its appear- 
ance at the London Zoo. The Balaeni- 
ceps rex, otherwise the Shoebill, 
otherwise the, Whale-headed Stork, is 


the official description of this inter- ' 


esting species. It is far and away 
the ugliest bird in the gardens. The 
gift of Lieut.-Gen. Sir Francis Win- 
gate, the Shoebill stands about three 
feet in height. Its plumage is grey, 
its proportions suggestive of the 
stork, and its head, which is ‘two- 
thirds beak, is disproportionately 
large. Added to its unusual physical 
appearance is.a queer habit of ob- 
scuring its eye with a membrane, the 
effect suggesting the whites of the 
eyes turned up as if in cogitation. 
The bird inhabits the morasses tra- 
versed by the upper branches of the 
White Nile, and until 1849 it appears 
to have escaned the notice of natural- 
sts.

ing lectures by Mr. Young. The grow: 
ing claims of a large private practice 
and the press of other duties are giv- 
en as reasons for retirement, He will 
still retain hi3 position: as professor 
in the University of Toronto, where 
he has held the chair of Constitutional 
and Internatio ial Law since 1900.

the attention of his listeners.

A FINE SYNAGOGUE, 


Anglo-Jewry’s Famous Cathedral Is a 
, _ ‘Magnificent Edie. 
Within the course of a few weeks 


the Jews of the British Empire will 
have chosen; unless some unexpected | 


development arises, a chief rabbi, 
and in accordance with time-honored 
custom he will be inducted into office 
at the Cathedral of Angl.-Jewry—the 
great synagogue in Aldgate, London. 
A fine, imposing -synagogue it is, a 
solid brickwork structure that has 
weathered the storms of 12 decades. 
Its interior is ‘marked by a solemn 
grandeur that fits it well. Many and 
many a quaint story clusters around 
the synagogue and its predecessor. 
There is, for example, the story of the 
famous Dr. 
who, when the old building was in 
danger of destruction by fire, wrote 4 
few Hebrew letters on its portals, 
whereat the wind blew in the con- 
trary direction, and the synagogue 
was saved. : 

There was a time when the aristo- 
eracy of Anglo-Jewry were wont to 
worship in this building at Duke’s 
place, when the rabbis knew not the 
meaning of empty benches, and when 
the fine uld Hebrew saying “All Is- 
rael are brethren” possessed a deeper 
significance than it ever had before.

home from 1692, and here it remained 
for nearly’ thirty years.

And the Oifference in Our Altitudes 
East and West. 

The differences between the eastern 
and western elevations in this country 
are curiously striking. Colorado has 
forty peaks that are more than 14,000 
feet above sea level. Mount Washing: 
ton, in New Hampshire, and Mount 
Mitchell, in North,Carolina, the highest 
peaks in the Appalachian system north 
and south respectively, are considerably 
tess than half as high as this above the 
ocean. 

Several transcontinental rallway lines 
in. the west pull their main line trains 
over a greater elevation than that 
reached by the cog railroad up New 
Hampshire’s above mentioned peak. 
These western elevations are, of course, 
reached gradually. 

Most large cities lie low. Chicago is 
only about 600 feet above sea level 
und Pittsburgh but a hundred feet 
higher. Philadelphia ranges from sea 
level to a height in its suburbs of some 
300 feet. Minneapolis, near the head 
of the Mississippi, bas an elevation of 
less than 1,000 feet, and various parts 
of New Orleans, at the mouth of the 
great river, are recorded in the gov- 
ernment tables as having elevations of 
from one foot to fifty feet. St. Louls 
lies about halfway between these ter 
minal cities. 

Montana is away up, witb its lead- 
ing city perched at the elevation of the 
highest peaks of the Adirondack moun 
tains. In Denver there is a mark near 
the state capitol which ts just one mile 
above sea level.—New York Sun.

Make a drain through the butter to 
the bung hole and rinse the butter with 
a little of the wnsh water.’ This 
Dinkes the washing more effective, as 
it curries off u great deal of the but- 
termilk, An exhaustive churning should 
not lenve over 2 per cent fat in the but- 
termilk. There are many good reasons 
for baving the butter in granular form 
rather than ip large f{umps when finishb- 
ed churning. 

First.—There is no extra loss of fat. 

Second.—The buttermifk can drain 
away better and may be more thor 
oughly washed out, as so much of it 
is not encased In the butter. 

Third.—All portions of the butter are 
equally chilled with the wash water. 

Fourth.—The salt may be more even. 
ly distributed. 

Temper the wasb water ‘n winter, 
Raving it from 5U to 56 degrees, ac 
cording to the condition of the butter 
und the temperature of the room. In 
hot weather the wash water may be a3 
cold us possible. 

The water must be pure or it will 
spoil the butter. 

Use as much water as there was 
cream und strain it into the churn 
through two thicknesses of cheese- 
cloth. Immediutely revolve the churn 
rapidly about a dozen times, then draw 
off the water, letting it run through 
the strainer dipper to arrest particles 
of butter. The more butter is washed 
the more it is robbed of its flavor. 
Good butter should be washed at once. 
If the butter has an objectionable 
favor or has come soft or is to be 


packed for winter use it should then’ 


get two washings. 

Should the only water available not 
be cold a cup or two of salt added 
to it slightly lowers the temperature 
and helps to draw the buttermilk from 
the butter. 


Salt a Matter of Taste. 
Salt in butter is a personal taste, and 
the amount to use should be deter 
mined by the consumer rather than 
by the producer. Use nothing but the 
best dairy sult. Buy it in quantities 
und keep it in a clean, dry place. If 
the butter is for immediate use and is 
sulted on the worker three-quarters of 
un ounce per pound of butter !s usually 
sufficient If you salt it in the churo 
use an ounce, as not so much is incor- 
porated into the butter. For the high 
class trade this would be too heavy 
salting. This trade calls for three 
things—light color, delicate flavor, little 
salt I strongly recommend salting in 
the churn. Have the butter evenly 
spread over the bottom of the churn. 
Sift on part of the salt. Tilt the churn 
forward to cause the butter to lap 
over, sift on more salt, then tilt the 
eburn backward and put on the re 
mainder of the salt For a large 
churn a strong, large wooden fork is 
convenient to mix the salt in and also 
to take the burter from the churn. 
After salting put on the lid and very 
slowly revolve the churn until the but- 
ter forms In several lumps. If too firm 
it will be slow at gathering and the 
lumps will be small, If too soft it will 
quickly gather into one large lump. 
The butter may now be taken out and 
immediately worked, but it is much 
better for it to stand for an hour or 
two In the covered churn to allow the

No definite temperature for churning 
can be given. Thut is ascertained only 
by studying varying ¢onditions and 
noting the temperature and time of 
previous churnings. 

Aim to make conditions under your 
control favorable to a low churning 
temperature. . It insures better butter 
and a more exhaustive churning. 
With right conditions a temperature 
which brings butter in from twenty to 
thirty minutes is correct. A range of 
temperatures of from 54 to 58 degrees 
for summer and from 56 to 64 degrees 
for winter meets usual conditions, 

The cream should always be strain- 
ed into the churn through a fine wire 
sieve or a dipper witb a perforated tin 
bottom. - . 

When necessary add just sufficient 
butter color of a reliable brand to give 
the butter a clear yellow tint. From 
two to four drops per pound of butter 
is sufficient It is not necessary to 
stir the coloring in. Just rinse off the 
spoon in the cream and put on the lid, 

The revolutions of the churn depend 
on the amount and richness of the 
cream. The poorer the cream and the 
less of it the greater the speed. Churn 
just as fast as you can so long as the 
cream drops. After the butter breaks 
keep up the speed and watch the sight 
glass to see how the butter is gather- 
ing. If the gatbering process is com 
ing on quickly add a couple of quarts 
of water several degrees lower than 
the cream, We often have the water 
very cold if the churning has been too 
quick. This water retards the gather- 
ing, lessens the likelihood of over- 
churning and gives a more exbaustive 
churning. 

When Water May Be Added. 

If conditions‘*are normal the water 
may be added just before the churning 
is completed, revolving the churn rath- 
er rapidly after it has been added. The 
water thins the buttermilk. This gives 
the butter a better chance to float, and 
the buttermilk runs off more freely. 

When the butter is the size of wheat 
grains it is sufficiently gathered. Look 
frequently at the inside of the churn 
iid When no tiny specks of, butter 
and only a few large ones are seen on 
it the churning is usually: finished. 
Other signs are the butter standing 
out well on top of the buttermilk with 
foam bubbles over it, and when no 
particles of butter come with the firs. 
drawn buttermilk. These are noticed

DRAINAGE ACTS. 


' The Ditches and Watercourses Act 
was revised at the last session of the 
Provincial Parliament. Under this 
Act ditches can be constructed, the 
cost notto succeed $1500, and the 
ditch not to pass through more than 
seven original township lots. This 
act also applies to the deepening, 
widening, or covering of any ditch. 
Under this Act an outlet can be ob- 
tained for any tile or open drains, 
even across the land of a person not 
benefited, but if damage is done, com- 
pensation must be paid. If the per- 
son is benefited he must pay his pro- 
portionate share. The ‘council of 
every municipality shall by by-law ap- 
neint a Civil 
Surveyor, or olucr competent person 
to be the engineer to carry out the 
provisions of this Act. — 

When the construction of a ditch 
will cost more than $1500, the ditch 
must be constructed under the Mtuni- 
pe) Drainage Act. A petition sign- 
ed by two-thirds of the Ownes of the 
lands to be benefited must be present- 
ed to the council, The municipality 
is allowed to borrow funds from the 
Provineial Government under the 
Municipal Drainage Aid Act to carry 
out the work, and assestments are 
levied annually on the lands benefited, 
extended over a period of twenty years, 
if necessary. The majority of the 
ditches in this county should be clean- 
ed out, deepened, and widened under 
the provisions of this Act. Hundreds 
of acres were flooded last spring be- 
cause of too shallow an outlet and 
ditches too small to carry away the 
water quickly. , 

Under the Tile Dvainage Act any 
landowner may borrow money to tile 
drain his land for a period of twenty 
year's, in sums of one:‘or more hun- 
dreds of dollars. No’‘person may borrow 
more than $1000, nor more than 
seventy-five per cent of ‘the estimated 
cost of drainage. <A ‘rate ‘of $7.36 is 
levied annually for each $100 so 
borrowed for tweérity vears. |
